Gates’  Scripture  Scenes  Tonight

Through  music,  Brigham 
Young  University  students  can 
return  this  evening  to  the  days 
of  American  scripture.  “Scenes 
from  the  Book  of  Mormon,” 
Crawford  Gates’  Symphony  No. 
2,  will  be  presented  at  8 p.m.  in 
the  Fieldhouse. 

THIS  MAJOR  work  for  sym- 
phony orchestra,  chorus  and  nar- 
rator, will  be  performed  with 
the  Utah  Symphony,  BYU  A 
Cappella  Choir,  Harold  I.  Han- 
sen, narrator,  and  Tabernacle  or- 
ganist Alexander  Schreiner.  Dr. 
Gates  will  conduct  his  own  work. 

Tickets  are  still  on  sale  to  stu- 
dents for  50  cents  with  activity 
cards.  They  are  being  sold  in  the  j 
fieldhouse,  Smith  Family  Living  | 
Center,  Smith  ticket  office  and 
Eyring  Science  Center.  Reserved 
seats  are  $2.50,  and  are  on  sale 
in  the  fieldhouse  only. 

THE  WORK  is  in  five  parts, 
composed  of  verses  which  tell 
with  words  and  musical  impres- 
sions many  beloved  Book  of 
Mormon  passages.  The  Prologue 
describes  the  pastoral  beauty  of 
the  Hill  Cumorah,  where  the 
plates  were  found. 


Prophesies  of  Mormon,  Mo- 
roni, Nephi  and  Alma  are  among 
those  presented  in  musical  set- 
tings. A third  section  describes 
a Lamanite  processional  and  sac- 
rificial dance.  Messages  on  testi- 
mony, liberty,  the  birth  of  Christ 
and  the  crucifixion  are  among 
those  given  a musical  setting  by 
Dr.  Gates. 

DR.  GATES  has  created  in  his 
symphony  a religious  message  in 
a modernistic  setting.  The  chorus 
is  often  an  integral  part  of  the 
orchestra,  and  other  times  adds 
coloration  only. 


Kennedy  Tops  Humphrey 
In  Wisconsin  Primary 

MILWAUKEE,  Wis.,  April  6 — (UPI)  — Sen.  John  F. 
Kennedy,  bolstered  by  the  city  vote,  won  a big  majority  of 
the  convention  delegates  and  a fat  plurality  of  the  popular 
vote  today  in  Wisconsin’s  weathervane  primary  election. 

The  significance  of  the  vote  probably  will  be  debated 
for  weeks  as  the  race  for  the  Democratic  Presidential  nom- 
ination continues. 


THE  PART  the  religious  issue 
played  in  the  outcome  is  likely 
never  to  be  known  for  certain. 

But  one  thing  appeared  sure. 

The  forces  of  Sen.  Hubert 
Humphrey  (D-Minn.)  failed  to 
derail  the  Kennedy  express. 

WITH  3,225  of  Wisconsin’s 
3,4460  precincts  counted,  Ken- 
nedy had  422,360  votes,  Hum- 
phrey 339,844  and  vice  president 
Richard  M.  Nixon,  running  un- 
opposed on  the  Republican  tick- 
et, 317,734. 

Equally  as  important  as  the 
popularity  contest  was  the  race 
for  Wisconsin’s  31  convention 
delegates.  Kennedy  won  20  dele- 
gate votes  and  Humphrey  10.

woman.  It  was  split  between 
Kennedy  and  Humphrey.  So  the 
final  score  was:  Kennedy,  2(Hfc; 
Humphrey  10  V2. 

Kennedy  won  five  votes  for 
getting  the  most  votes  state- 
wide and  the  remainder  on  the 
basis  of  victories  in  the  first, 
fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  districts. 

Humphrey  scored  as  expected 
in  Western  Wisconsin’s  third, 
ninth  and  10th  districts  and  reg- 
istered a surprise  majority  in 
the  dairy  rich  second  district, 
which  includes  the  state  capitol 
of  Madison.

Q.  Do  you  favor  IOC  as  an  i 
appendage  to  ASBYU?  Or  would 
you  work  to  make  it  indepen- i 
dent  of  the  ASBYU  legislative 
and  judicial  departments? 

Jim  Bean — The  IOC  should  be 
separate  from  the  ASBYU  except 
for  judicial  review  by  the  Sup- 
reme Court. 

Byron  Fisher — I would  pro- 
pose that  the  IOC  should  be  tied 
in  closer  relationship  with  j 
ASBYU  both  legislatively  and 
judicially  . . . However,  it  is 
proper  that  it  keep  its  individ- 
ualistic atmosphere. 

Diane  Hatch — IOC  definitely 
should  be  incorporated  within 
the  ASBYU  structure  as  it  is 
now. 

Bill  Jackson — IOC  Court 

should  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court 
and  the  Senate  should  have  pow- 
er to  legislate  in  the  IOC  area; 
however,  it  should  have  a great 
deal  of  freedom. 

Max  Pinegar — I maintain  that 
IOC  is  now  and  always  has  been 
an.  appendage  to  ASBYU. 

Q.  What  would  you  do  to 
strengthen  the  “Brighten  Your 
Understanding”  program? 

Jim  Bean — I would  recom- 
mend that  a committee  be  or- 
ganized and  given  the  express 
responsibility  of  stimulating  stu- 
dent interest  in  all  fields  of 
knowledge  and  in  taking  an  ac- 
tive part  in  school,  church  and 
community  life. 

Byron  Fisher — Sophistication 
of  scholastic  endeavor  loses  the 
personal  qualification  that 
makes  the  “spirit  of  the  Y.”  We 
should  keep  the  program  to  a 
molding  of  individual  attitude 
for  self  betterment. 

Diane  Hatch' — I would  take  it 
out  of  a committee  and  chan- 
nel it  directly  through  the  heads 


of  already  existing  organiza- 
tions, so  they  can  put  programs 
and  ideas  into  immediate  action. 

Bill  Jackson — Stimulate  study 
groups  in  the  housing  units  and 
re-evaluate  our  social  program 
to  eliminate  minor  social  events 
which  compete  with  our  academ- 
ic program. 

Max  Pinegar — Stimulate  indi- 
vidual student  interest  in  aca- 
demic achievement  through  stu- 
dy groups,  independent  of  class 
periods;  make  known  to  students 
the  available  scholarships  at  this 
and  other  universities  to  stimu- 
late desire  for  study;  and  post  a 
list  of  available  study  areas  at 
the  entrance  of  each  building.

Jim  Bean — Membership  in

Bill  Jackson — We  should  con- 
tinue our  membership  in  the 
NSA.  Many  universities  have 
pulled  out  for  many  reasons,  but 
I feel  the  good  gained  warrants 
our  staying  in. 

Max  Pinegar — BYU  should 
make  its  voice  heard  at  the  na- 
tional congress  of  NSA  regard- 
less if  this  voice  is  contrary  to 
the  feeling  of  national  officers 
or  large  eastern  schools.
